In the summer of 1947, this writer had an in ­

people of the basic friendliness of the American 


people. 
Secretary Marshall seemed convinced at that 
time that much was to be gained from drawing 
a 
distinction between the Russian people and 
their government, and making it clear that the 
American people had no quarrel with the Russian 


people.

has no free press, no 
churches, no parliament to exercise a check isein 
on the Krem lin, tire only way to prevent a 
precipitous declaration of w ar is contact with 
the people of Russia, 
This fact, is of course, the chief reason for the 
iron curtain. The K rem lin ’s greatest fear is that 
the Russian people w ill get too friendly with 
the outside world. 
Secretary 
Marshall, 
at 
that 
time, 
favored 
making a speech in the assembly of the United 
Nations urging Moscow to remove the iron cur­ 
tain and permit free intercourse between the 
people of Russia and the outside vvoild. It was 
suggested that after such a speech was made, 
translations in the Russian language could be 
dropped behind the iron curtain— by weather 
balloons if necessary. 
For some reason this speech was never made. 
But now, four years later, 21 Senators have 
signed a resolution urging friendship between 
the Russian people and the American people. 
This is the kind of resolution that ought to be 
smuggled, dropped or somehow or other got 
behind the iron curtain. 
Senator Wherry’s Toast 
Before French 
Prem ier Rene Pleven returned

Peter Lvne, 
a London correspondent foi the 
Christian Science Monitor, had a story to tell 
the other day that warrants the aUenion of 


all of us. 
He endured the Battle of Britain diming World 
W ar II. He was one of 
a group of people who 
decided they would sec that struggle through 
to the end but would be non-combatants if war 


ever came again. 
“This decision was not due to ordinaly 
pa­ 
cifism or panic,” he writes. “It was long and 
carefully thought out. . . We decided that no 
cause could justify the destruction and misery 
which would be wrought. It would not 
make 
sense, we said, to destroy the world in an attempt 


to save it.” 
It’s 10 years since the Battle of Britain, nearly 
six since the w ar ended. How do Lyne and his 
friends in that group feel today about their 


resolution? 
The prospect now is. if anything, woise 
nan 
it was then. The A-bomb and the guided missile 
are much improved over World W ar II. Britons 
well know what it’s like to live in “ Buzz Bomb 
A lley,” so their reactions to present-day dan­ 
gers have more meaning than most. And so 
what would Lyne and his group do'.* 
“ W e have changed our minds,” hr says. “ We 
could not cio anything else but fight.” 
W h y this striking reversal? Replies Lyne: 
“ The reason for the change is the nature '>f 


communism.” 
If the issue is whether or not to accept the 
Communist way of life, he says, his group is 
determined that it “ w ill not on any account 


accept it.” 
Some argue that it would be better to yield 
to communism than loose the forces of world de­ 
struction. Lyne and his friends considered that 
argument. They asked themselves whether they 
couldn’t exist in some sort of cocoon within a 
Red society. And they decided they couldn’t. 
They took partial support for their view from 
the report of a missionary they heard discuss­ 
ing Communist China. First they listened to all 
the material advantages said to have come to 
China under communism. And then came the 


grim part. 
It was a story of the invasion of the Chinese 
mind by the Reds: the changing of habits and 
thoughts, the breakdown of the best in Chinese 


fam ily life, the use of political and class meas­ 
uring sticks for judging art, music, literature, 


all culture, and science as well. 
Concludes Lyne: 
“ This represents a standard of value which is 
utterly and completely unacceptable at any price 
to western thought. So completely unacceptable 
that even those who resolved never to fight again 
would fight to the extent of self-destruction 
rather than submit to communism, which would 
amount to destruction anyw ay.” 
No war-mongers, these men. They 
felt so 
strongly about the self-defeating nature of war 
that they had pledged themselves never to fight 
again. That they have changed their minds in 
the face of evil communism is the most elo­ 
quent answer that could evei be given to shallow 
thinkers who would appease the Reds.
